The family was poor aud 
cpvild not have a doctor in daily ai- 
tohdance, but he left word to be sent 
for if any change occurred 
in the 


patient's condition . 


Saturday night at II o'clock Hewitt 


became irrational and called on his 
wife, who was in constant attendance, 
to pray for him. She was about to 
call her brother, who was asleep with 
the children in another room, when 
the patient dropped into a heavy slum- 
ber. 
The wife, who was fatigued by 


hvr long vigil, grasped the opportunity 
to take a little sleep, and threw herself 
wearilv on the bed with the children

Any person who 
loves to spend a quiet day in the coun- 
try, in "communion with nature anil 
with nature's God,'.' certainly should 
take in the Waltefield camp meeting 
and go out on the excursion next Sun- 
day. You will not regret it.

day from 500 to 700 people, and the 
most of them eujoyed themselves.

held, being conducted by Kev. Cornel- 
ius'"Foster, of- the Ksatajt/.'Qoaftfr- 
encc.
